When we examine the falfe courage which animates a 
duclift, we find it to be the pride of defpair, aad an im- 
pious and daring contempt of the Supreme Being, which 
no valiant hero ever yet indulged. 

Ftonor is not humanity---view the bleeding body of a 
newly killed duclitt---in the bloom of years and bealth--- 
cut off.ere be yet Kaew the value of the life he has loit--- 
view his parents---his frantic father---aud fpcechlefs mo- 
ther---view their grey hans brought with forrow to an 
untimely grave, View this---then fy im what the hu- 
manity of a duelift confifts..-take humanity from the heart 
of a man, and tell me what he is. 

But fome will fay, “here is a man who fuppofes I have 
affronted him ; I have done every thing in my power to 
pe:fuade him he is miftaken, but he infilts on my fighting 
him ; if-Irefufe, 1 am. branded as a coward, and my 
companions fhun me.” Can any thing be more p'ain than 
the duty.of the challenged in a fimilar cafe ? It is to reject 
his challenge, to affuse him that when they meet, the chal- 
lenged will defend himlelf as againit an affaffin, 

Honor, in the true fenfe of that word, means charaéter, 
and this being the definition of philofophers, and men of 
underftanding, 1 prefer it to the fpecious, though fathiona- 
ble explanations of every profligate in the world, whether 
he wield a {word or a quill. If honor be chara&er, who is 
it that can hurt that ? Is it ourfelves, or others? The an- 
{wer is fo obvious, that I need fcarcely write it. In few 

words, we are ourfelves.the fource of our honor or our 
difgrace, our charaéter or our infamy, and does a man, 
who calls me booby---who thiowsa glafs in my face in 
wantonnefs---who is mean enoug to abule mc in a com- 
mon newfpaper---who, unknowingly is witty, concerning 
a foible 1 am guilty of---whe does not return my falute 
from not having perceived that I did falute him---does 
fuch a man take from my honor, my -charaéter? Surely 
not, In fomeof the inftances, he is ao ill-bred man, 
Does that take from my character ? In others, he prote és 
the innocent. Does that take from my character? I re- 
peat it, nothing can affeét our honor, of our character, un-
